II. S. EXPERIMENTS DID 
TEXAS CATTLE RAISERS 


Tests Made by Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry Also Help Human 
Suffering. 


Experiments by the bureau of ani­ 
mal industry at W ashington have re­ 
sulted in the prevention of suffering 
by millions of animals and hum an be­ 
ings, according to Dr. John ll. Motlier, 
chief of the bureau, who maintains 
that the comfort of animals has been 
Increased by experiments. 
“Because In 
certain 
experimental 
work It Is necessary to use live ani­ 
mals the United States Department of 
Agriculture has on various occasions 
been accused of practicing unneces­ 
sary cruelty. 
Such accusations are 
without reasonable foundation," says 
Doctor Molder. 
“In carrying on experimental work, 
particularly that which has for Its ob­ 
ject the control of disease, it is neces­ 
sary to use a few animals, but in 
most eases the suffering of the sub­ 
jects Is negligible if there is any at 
nil. 
If the objectors had had their 
: ' ay the suffering among animals nnd 
human 
beings 
from 
many 
causes 
would now he infinitely greater than it 
is. 
A few examples should make this 
clear to those who wish to see. 
“Previous to 1906 the cattle of our 
Southern states, un area comprising 
about 730.*>00 square miles, were af­ 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed large numbers 
and which so sickened the others that 
they became poor nnd were relatively 
unprofitable as producers of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department by 
the use of a few cattle discovered that 
the disease w-ns carried from animal 
to animal by the hlood-sucklng cattle 
tick, and the natural conclusion was 
that the eradication of the tick would 
mean 
the 
disappearance 
of 
Texas 
fever. 
This proved to be the case. 
“The departm ent almost Immediate­ 
ly undertook tile stupendous task of 
cleaning out the tick from the herds 
of the South, nnd already nearly three- 
fourths of the vast territory has been 
| cleared of it by dipping the cattle at 
i certain Intervals in an arsenical solu- 
j tion and keeping them off Infested pas- 
I tores until the ticks there have died. 
As a result millions of cattle have 
been permitted to live in health ai d 
comfort and 
to provide wholesome 
food."

Since the early days of durum 
wheat production there 
usually has 
been an active foreign demand. The 
development of a'*domestic market did 
not keep pace with production. 
In 
recent years, however, 
large 
mills 
have been constructed for grinding

trades 
the United States Department of Agri 
culture. This industry now’ uses about 
half the average annual production. 
With the decrease in the foreign de­ 
mand the price for this class of wheat 
has become more and 
more depen­ 
dent upon the domestic market. Be­ 
cause of the overproduction for this 
market the price of durum wheat has 
been considerably below that of equal 
grades of hard red spring wheat, in 
recent years. 
Why Durum Is Favored. 
Because of the greater resistance 
of durum wheats to rust and drought, 
which occur frequently in the northern 
spring wheat region, durum wheat 
usually yields and weighs more and 
grades higher in its class than hard 
red spring wheat grown under the 
same conditions. The increasing acre­ 
ages of durum wheat up fo 1922 were 
largely the result 
of the superior 
yields and the higher, grades which 
usually have been obtained. The re­ 
cent low prices of durum wheat caused 
a decrease in its acreage in 1923. A 
further reduction in the acreage of 
this class of wheat probably Is neces­ 
sary lf growers are to receive a profit­ 
able return for their 1024 crop. 
As the domestic demand is increas­ 
ing and the foreign demand decreas­ 
ing, more careful attention should he 
given to the requirements of the do­ 
mestic market. Firms engaged in the 
durum trade find it difficult to obtain 
pure durum wheat. According to the 
official Inspections supervised by the 
federal grain supervisors for the three 
crop years ending August 31, 1919, 
1920, and 1921, about 4.8 per cent of 
the durum wheat inspected contains 
over IO per cent of wheat of other 
classes and Is graded as mixed wheat. 
Only the remaining 52 per cent 
graded as durum. 
Approximately 30 
per cent of all mixed wheat marketed 
has durum wheat predominating in 
tlo* mixture. 
No other one class of 
wheat forms the hasis of so 
mixed 
wheat. The principal class of 
wheat 
found mixed with 
durum is 
hard red spring. Farmers are urged to 
obtain 
and maintain seed 
stocks of 
pure durum wheat. 
When making a changa of seed 
careful consideration also 
should bo 
given the choice of varieties. The ku­ 
banka is the best-adapted variety for 
all of the varying conditions in the 
durum wheat sections. It is a high- 
yielding wheat considerably resistant 
to rust, of good milling quality and 
well liked for the manufacture of 
macaroni. 
The new nodak 
variety 
which recently has been developed in 
North Dakota as a 
selection 
from 
kubanka. Is a distinct pure strain of 
that variety which is equal or super! 
or to It in yield, rust resistance ami 
macaroni-making qualities. Other du 
rum varieties have been found more 
productive than kubanka in certain 
s c io n s . Mlndum is the best-yieldin 
durum variety in Minnesota. 
It is 
about as resistant to Hist as kubanka 
and makes macaroni of excellent light 
yellow color. Fells* is the best yield­ 
ing variety lit the higher and drier 
sections of Montana 
and Wyoming 
where rust does not occur. 
It also 
gives a good color in macaroni maim 
fueture. 
Discontinue Red Variety. 
Other 
high-yielding 
varieties 
of 
durum wheat, however, produce mac 
aroni of a grayish color, which has 
been found by domestic manufacturers 
to 
be 
unsalable. 
Principal 
among 
those Is pentad (I)T>), the red durum 
variety. It Is the most rust-resistant 
variety of durum wheat grown and is 
a high-yielding wheat in seasons of 
severe rust. The grain, however, can 
not be used profitably 
by domestic 
manufacturers of semolina from which 
macaroni is made. It Is sold principal­ 
ly for export and its price is consid­ 
erably below that of equal grades of 
umber durum. The growing of red du­ 
rum 
should 
he 
discontinued. 
Two 
varieties of amber durum which also 
are rust resistant and high yielding 
are not desired by the trade because 
of the grayish color of the macaroni 
which they make. These are the acme 
and monad (IM ) varieties. Acme is 
the highest-yielding durum variety in 
most of South Dakota, and monad the 
best-yielding variety in North Dakota 
In order to meet the requirements of 
the domestic market, 
durum wheat 
growers should obtain pur«*r and bet­ 
ter seed and replace the pentad (D-5). 
acme and monad (TM) varieties with 
other njgt-reglstunt varieties as soon 
as possible, 
For this purpose the 
nodak appear* the 
most 
promising 
new variety at this time.
